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Le ie 9 Movember 1948, source Wag sumvoned te report to the Labor Service 
(SP) office in Kalisz (P 52/N 9h) for registration. Following this registration, 
he worked with the SP for three hours on two days every weer. This type 


of SP service affected all youths who were 1h years of aga and older. There 
are no volunteers with the SP in Kalis: 


aS OR April 19"0, the training of the SP personnel was conducted by

tg Cniy the SP personnel serving with the labor brigades wore uniforms, which 
consisted of khaki windhreaker~type jackets with two patch pockets and open 
collars. Lone trousers , laced boots, eather belts, green shirts and, in 
seme cases, red ties. Yae SP insignia included permant~shaped red-white 
cllar patches with the neint dow, rod piping. om the epaulots, and a rod= 
site svripe on the side of the field caps which mounted the Polish eagle 
in frent, Ranks were indicated ty cross braida on the epaulets. A red-white 
chevron with its point dow and a star in its canter was cbhserved on the 
Micht upper sleeve of come SP members. 
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
